Since  my  last  report  I  regret  to  record  the  death  of  Mrs.  Williamson, 
and  by  change,  of  residence  the  loss  of  Mr.  A.E.  Gandy.  Both  were 
keenly  interested  in  their  Committee  and  gave  devoted  service  to  the 

County. 

As  this  is  the  last  report  which  I  shall  write,  you  will  perhaps  ?  low 
me  to  give  an  account  of  the  work  of  the  Health  Service  during  m 
tenure  of  office  which  extends  over  thirty-eight  years.  I  cannot,  call 
to  my  mind  the  name  of  any  County  Medical  Officer  who  has  se~  d  one 
County  for  so  long  a  period,  not  one  of  the  County  Medical  Of i leers 
now  in  active  work  was  in  office  when  I  was  appointed. 

When  I  took  up  Office  in  1910  my  chief  task  was  to  reorganise  the 
School  Medical  Service,  which  up  to  that  time  had  been  undertaken 


by  the  late  Dr.  O'Connor,  the  late  Dr.  Wm.  Dunn,  the  late  Dr.  J.P. 
Greenwood  and  Dr.  WjM.  Hewitt.  Fortunately  I  had  had  a  year  and  a 
half  experience  of  school,  work  prior  to  my  appointment  here  and  I 
had  only  to  adopt  the  excellent  system  devisea  by  the  lato  Dr.  G.C. 
Taylor  of  Berkshire  to  Rutland  and  within  six  months  I  had  completed 
the  medical  inspection  of  the  children  of  tho  County.  There  wore  at 
that  time,  no' nurses  to  assist  me  and  it  was  not  until  1915  that  the 
first  whole-time  nurse  was  appointed.  It  was  not  till  1912  that  any  - 
form  of  treatment  was  adopted  and  that  was  for  ringworm  of  the  scalp 
which  at  that  time  was  causing  serious  loss  of  school  attendance. 
X-ray  treatment  was  undertaken  first  at  Stamford  Infirmary  and 
subsequently  by  Dr.  Beaumont  of  Uppingham  and  now  I  have  not  seen  a 
single  case  for  years.  Subsequent  to  the  first  Great  War,  treatment 
was  made  compulsory  and  you  adopted  schemes  drawli  up  by  mo  for  the 
treatment  of  V  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids,  visual  defects, 
dental  defects,  minor  ailments  and  the  sending  of  rheumatic  children 
to  special  institutions. 

In  1911  much  of  the  time  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  was  devoted 
to  consultations  with  the  Soke  of  Peterborough  Committee  as  to  the 
possibilities  of  my  holding  the  appointment  of  County  Medical  Officer 
to  that  body  in  addition  to  my  Rutland  one.  Towards  the  end  of  1911 
I  was  so  appointed  and  I  wcJ.1  remember  the  remark  of  that  gay  and 
debonair  personality,  the  lato  W.J.  Deacon,  Clerk  to  the  Soke  of 
Peterborough  County  Council  who  assured  me  that  their  only  require¬ 
ments  were  for  me  to  take  my  salary  every  quarter  -  a  remark  typical 
of  the  lack  of  appreciation  of  the  importance  to  health  of  the  Nation 
But  this  ,  prospect  of  dignified  leisure  was  very  sodn  to  be  disturbed 
by  tho  advent  of  National  Insurance  and  the  scheme  for  the  treatment 
of  tuberculous  persons.  I  remember  the  endless  meetings,  tfte 
opposition  of  the  doctors,  far  more  virulent  than  that  oi  today  to 
the  National  Health  Service  Act,  and  the  resistance  to  the  appointmen 
of  a  Tuberculosis  Officer  which  indeed  seemed  natural  in  such  a  small 
County  as  Rutland.  Fortunately,  for  years  I  had.  longed  to  treat 
those  plagues,  the  white  and  the  black  and  I  gladly  consented  to 
undertake  this  extra  work  after  a  refrosher  course,  I  had,  during 
my  tenure  of  office  in  Berkshire,  taken  tho  opportunity  of  acquiring 
tne  M.R.CeP.  London  Diploma  in  Medicine,  For  somo  time  the  local 
Government  Board  hesitatod  to  consent  to  it,  but  finally  with 
reluotrnce  Lhoy  did  consent. 

Shortly  after  my  appointment  the  treatment  of  consumption  was  radical! 
changed  by  the  introduction  of  artificial  pneumothorax  -  I  was  at 
once  impressed  by  the  great  possibilities  and  it  is  one  of  my  sources 
of  pormanent  gratification  that  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  the  early 
nineteen-twenlios  asked  me  to  coniributo  to  the  Burrell  and  MacNalty 
Report  on  this  form  of  treatment.  Of  course,  my  appointment  as 
Tuberculosis  Officer  to  the  Soke  of  Peterborough  has  greally  increasec 
my  opportunities  in  this  direction,  no?  must  I  fail  to  record  that  in 
this  work  and  in  Vonoroal  Disease,  tho  groat  help  given  to  me  by 
Nurse  W,  Neal,  the  School  Nurse,  who  in  her  spare  time  assisted  me  in 
these  operations  and  other  forms  of  treatment. 

Cases  have  been  successfully  treated  from  the  commencement  at  home 
without  having  to  enter  a  sanatorium  -  an  enormous  saving  in  money, 
time  and  pressure  on  institutional  bods.  Glasgow  a  few  years  ago 
adopted  a  similar  scheme  with  satisfactory  results. 

Your  next  task  in  1915  was  to  put  the  Mental  Deficiency  Act  of  1914 
into  force.  This  was  actively  tackled  and  for  many  years  not  only 
were  the  number  ascertained  higher  but  the  number  in  certified 


Institutions  higher  than  in  other  Counties.  For  soma  years  you 
depended  on  sending  cases  to  Voluntary  Institutions  chiefly  the 
Incorporation  of  National  Certified  Institutions  whose  headquarters 
are  at  Bristol.  Later  you  took  a  fourteenth  of  the  available 
accomodation  at  Stretton  Hall,  Nr  Leicester,  the  property  of  the 
Leicestershire  County  Council.  You  have  also  placed  cases  under 
guardianship  of  their  parents  and  under  the  Guardianship  Society  of 
Brighton. 


At  the  end  of  the  first  Great  War,  the  County  Council  had  to  provide 
for  the  treatment  of  Venereal  Disease.  At  first  you  made  arrangements 
with  the  Stamford,  Rutland  and  General  Infirmary,  but  tho  Ministry  of 
Health  refused  after  some  years  of  trial  to  continue  approval  of  this 
institution  and  after  a  refresher  course  at  Leicester  under  Colonel 
Blakesley,  I  was  appointed  to  the  post.  I  saw  at  once'  that  the  long 
distances  w hich  patients  had  to  travel  was  a  great  deterrent  to  its 
success,  owing. to  tho  poor  omnibus  .service  which  then  existed.  So  I 
decided  to  visit  and  treat  the  patients  in  their  own  homes  in  the  same 
waw  as  for  tuberculosis.  The  scheme  has  been  very  successful  and  was 
inaugurated  by  the  most  striking  success  of  my  professional  life.  I 
was  called  to  see  an  unfortunate  girl  wasted  to  a  shadow  owing  to  an 
litter  at  the  back  of  her  throat  which  prevented  her  from  swallowing 
iny  food.  Sho  was  far  too  ill  to  got  up  and  be  weighed  and  she 
:ould  not  have  weighed  3st,71bs.  She  recovered  completely,  became  a 
stout  and  healthy  woman  and  is  the  mother  of  several  healthy  children.

jpulation.  What,  then,  is  left  to  the  Rutland  County  Council  ? 
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A  good  deal  -  and  it  consists  of  the  care  of  mothers  and  young 
children,  the  midwifery  service,  health  visitor  service,  the 
prevention  of  illness  by  vaccination  in  the  case  of  smallpox  and 
immunisation  against  diphtheria.  The  prevention  of  tuberculosis  by 
the  BCG  vaccine  is  not  yet  approved  and  the  value  of  the  prevention 
of  whooping  cough  (although  in  Rutland  supplies  have  been  issued  to 
the  general  practitioners)  is  not  yet  settled. 

Nothing  has  been  said,  or  allowed  to  be  undertaken,  in  regard  to  the 
preventing  of  venereal  diseases,  which  can  be  prevented  if  only  the 
public  are  instructed  as  to  the  necessity  of  immediate  disinfection 
after  exposure.  The  County  Council  has  to  work  with  the  hospitals 
as  regards  the  after-care  of  patients  suffering  fromall  diseases 
especially  cancer ,  diabetes ,  mental  ailments  and  mental  deficiency. 
It  has  to  provide  Home  Helps  and  an  ambulance  service. 


The  Ministry  of  Health  is  responsible  for  the  financial  control  of  tl 
service  with  the  exception  of  50$  of  the  cost  of  the  services  provide 
by  the  rates,  io  ensure  the  co— operation  of  the  Doctors  a  proportior 
of  the  Regional  Hospital  and  Executive  Committees  will  be  nominated 
by  medical  men.  Doctors  will  tako  part  in  the  organisation  of  the 
service  and  must  not  regard  themselves  solely  as  technicians. 

Thus,  a  local  Obstetric  Committee  has  already  been  set  up,  consisting 
of  a  consultant  obstetrician,  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  County 
Council  and  two  general  practitioners  experienced  in  obstetrics  and 
nominated  by  the  local  Medical  Committee.  I  have  attended  two  of  the 
Committees. 


It  should  be  stated  here  and  now  that  it  is  'not  the  intention  of  the 
Government ^ to  introduce  a  full-time  medical  service.  Private  practi 
1 °  ^0  continue  unrestricted . just  as  private  education  does  today.  Thi 
acquisition  of  private  nursing  homes  is  not  contemplated.  Private 
r.  arc  to  be  reserved  in  hospitals  for  persons  requiring  privacy  a 
for  those  patients  who  yoloct  to  obtain  the  whole  o I  their  treatment 
outside  the  servico.' 

Homo  Helps  must  be  provided  for  any  persons 
mother,  a  mental  defective  and  for  children 
school  age.

Dental  care  under  tho  scheme  includes  emergency  treatment  as  well  as 
conservative  dentistry  and  tho  provision  and  repair  of  dentures. 
Priority,  is  to  bo  given  to  expectant  mothers  and  young  children. 
Ophthalmic  service  will  include  sight  testing  and  the  supplying  and 
ropair  of . spectacles .  When  hospital  services  are  fully  developed 
this  service  will  be  administered  under  tho  supervision  of 
ophthalmologists  as  part  of  the  hospital  and  special  services.  Until 
this  is  practicable,  arrangements  are  in  hand  to  provide  a  supplemen¬ 
tary  ophthalmic  service  whereby  patients  may  get  their  eyes  tested  by 
medical  practitioners  with  special  knowlodgo  of  the  eye  and  its 
diseases^  or  by  ophthalmic  opticians.  Glasses  will  bo  supplied  by  thi 
ophthalmic  or  dispensing  opticians.  ^ 


Up  till  recently  post-graduate  courses  have  not  been  provided  for 
civilian  practitioners  but  only  for  army  and  navy  doctors,  now  it 
has  become  an  essential  part  of  the  now  service  that  post-graduate 
coursos  should  be  arranged  in  connection  with  the  parent  University. 
In  your  case,  Sheffield.  They  will  be  of  four  kinds  :- 


(1)  Short  weekend  courses  in  special  subjects  such  as 
Piodiatrics  and  Obstetrics. 

(2)  Repetition  courses  lasting  14  days. 

(3)  Provision  for  doctors  wishing  to  specialise. 
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(4)  Consultants  wishing  Ua  study  the  methods  of  their 
colleagues  at  home  and  abroad. 

It  must  be  emphasised  that  the  service  is  not  free.  It  is  met  bv 
direct  taxation  through  the  rates  and  from  Insurance  contributors. 

Local  Authorities  may  make  a  charge  according  to  the  patients  means 
under  the.domestic  help  scheme  and  for  the  care  and  after-care  of 
patients  m  their  own  homes  with  the  exception  of  tuberculous  patients.

Health  Visiting.  jj 

The  Rutland  County  Council  provides  a  Health  Visitor  to  give  any 
advice  to  parents  on  the  care  necessary  for  the  children.  If  by  any 
chance  the-  not  if ication  of  birth  has  not  reached  the  County  Medical 
Officer,  and  consequently  the  Health  Visitor  has  not  called,  would  yoi 
kindly  notify  the  County  Medical  Officer.? 

The  Health  Visitor  also  undertakes  the  visiting  of  persons  suffering 
from  tuberculosis,  mental  diseases,  rheumatism  and  cancer. 

Sick  Nursing. 

Any  sick  person  in  the  County  of  Rutland  has  a  right  to  call  in  one  o j 
the  District  Nurses  employed  by  the  County  Nursing  Association.  This 
service  is  free. 


Mental  Health  Service. 

This  service  is  in  the  charge  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  to  whom  a! 
communications  should  be  sent  by  persons  concerned. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  will  arrange  for  the  transport  of  patients 
to  and  from  Institution  and  Clinics. 

Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children .

Prevention  of  Illnoss. 


This  is  at  present  confined  to  tuberculosis.  The  County  Medical  Offic 
will  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  County  districts  the  existence  of 
sanitary  defects  in  the  houses  occupied  by  consumptives.  He  will  ask 
that  priority  should  be  given  in  the  allotment  of  houses  under  the 
housing  schemes.  The  health  Committoo  will  provide  for  the  oversight 
of  all  pptients,  o.g.  food,  thermometers,  sputum  flasks,  extra  boddmg 
and  clothing  and  open  air  shelters.  Arrangements  will  be  made  to 
removo  children  from  infected  houses  by  boarding  out.

Return  to  Employment.  Close  touch  will  be  maintained  with  the  Ministry 
of 'Labour- and  National  Service  to  secure  suitable  employment  for 
patients  returning  from  a  sanatorium. 

It  is  hoped  that  arrangements  will  be  made  for  sufferers  from  chronic 
rheunaoxcm,  who  should  apply  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  after 
reference  to  their  doctor. 

Provision  of  Nursing  Equipment  and  Apparatus. 

Persons  requiring  articles  such  as  bed  pans,  urinals,  mackintosh 
Sheeting,  feeoing  cups?  sputum  mugs,  douche  cans,  steam  kettles 
and  inhalers,  air  cushions  and  bea  cradles ,  should  apply  to  the 
District  Nurse  who  will  loan  them  to  the  patients.  y

Puerperal  infection  followed  and  sho  was 
removed  to  an  Isolation  hospital. 

Upon  examination  '  was  found  that  the  membranes  had  been 
ruptured.  Dr.  Till  considered  that  spontaneous  delivery 
would  occur  and  that  there,  was  no  need  for  admission  to 
hospital,  unless  sepsis  occurred.  Things  were  to  be  left 
till  April  1st  1947  when  if  no  further  progress  was  made 
he  would  be  prepared  to  admit  her  for  medical  induction.

The  population  will 
e  higher  in  1969  than  in  1935,  but  in  1966  the  child  population  will 
be  reauced  by  25  per  cent,  adults  between  25  and  60  will  be  reduced  \ 
50  per  cent  and  tne  aged  will  be  increased  by  40  per  cent. 

In  1911  every  1000  adults  supported  477  children  but  only  81  dependar 
In  the  year  2004  every  1000  adults  will  support  321  children  and  249 
old  age  dependants.

It  is  pointed  out  that  600,000  persons  desire  to  emigrate.  These  poi 
have  been  taken  to  heart  and  it  is  suggested  that  parenthood  should  I 
made  so  attractive  that  it  will  be  willingly  undertaken.  No  couple 
should  be  financially  unable  to  raise  a  family.  Neither  they  nor  the 
children  should  suffer  from  squalor  or  malnutrition.  Neither  should 
they  have  to  do  work  which  will  affect  their  health.  Satisfactory 
accomodation  must  be  provided  and  each  couple  must  have  somo  form  of 
domestic  he  Ip  to  relieve  them  of  domestic  duties. 

Increased  allowances  ar>,  suggested  :  10/-  should  bo  paid  for  a  chile 

under  5,  12/-  for  a  child  between  5  and  10  years  of  age  and  13/-  for 
children  between  tho  years  of  11  and  15.  Inducementsare  also 
suggested  for  the  wor!:.or  earning  £1000  a  year.  A  rebate  of  £45  on  tl 
assessment  when  the  rate  is  9/-  in  the  £1’  and  £22/10/-  when  the 
Income  Tax  is  reduced  to  4/6d. 

Another  factor  in  limitation  of  the  number  in  the  family  is  the 
housing  question.  The  larger  the  family,  the  greater  tne  rent.  At 
theena  of  the  war  there  was  only  housing  accomodation  for  11  millioi 
families,  now  there  are  12  to  13  million  families  clamouring  for 
houses.  Therefore,  there  is  a  discrepancy  of  a  million  and  a  half 
houses,  apart  from  the  need  to  replace  obsolete  buildings. 

The  first  thing  to  do  is  to  establish  a  standard  of  appropriate 
accomodation  for  families  of  varying  sizes  and  sex  distribution.  Thei 
a  reasonable  rent  for  accomodation  of  this  standard  in  different  are; 
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must  be  settled.  Then  must  be  determined  the  rent  that  could  be 
afforded  by  families  of  various  sizes  and  sexes.  The  difference 
between  the  amount  which  could  be  afforded  and  the  reasonable  rate 
would  determine  the  grant  which  it  would  be  desirable  to  Dav  in’ 
respect  of  any  family.

Finally,  parenthood  must  become  a  matter  for  justifiable  pride  and  to 
ensure  this  we  must  approach  the  Education  Authorities  who  will,  it 
is  hoped,  tackle  the  problems  of  the  building  up  a  home  and  bringing 
un  children  Having. children,  it  should  be  agreed,  is  a  subject  of 
absorbing  interest  with  its  triumphs  such  as  the  product  of  a  glamorous 
w  ■  personality  such  as  Douglas  Fairbanks  or  a  person  of  genius 
such  as  Pasteur,  Lister,  or  Fleming  of  penicillin  fame.  g

During  the  year,  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  to  the  Ministry  of  Health 
reported  that  the  Medical  Research  Council  had  come  to  the  conclusio 
that  the  results  already  obtained  justified  a  wider  use  of  this  subs 
in  both  tuberculous  meningitis  and  acute  miliary  tuberculosis. 

Free  supplies  have  therefore  been  allocated  to  every  hospital  irr 
England,  Scotland  and  Northern  Ireland. 

It  is  clear  from  the  experience  of  the  Medical  Reasearch  Council  tha 
this  new  weapon  varies  greatly  in  its  effects  in  different  individu 
and  in  different  forms  and  stages  of  the  disease,  that  it  is  in  no  w 
a  substitute  for  other  forms  of  treatment  but  merely  an  adjuvant  and 
in  view  of  its  limitations  and  potential  dangers  it  should  only  be  u 
under  strict  supervision. 

I  will  quote  some  results  which  I  have  seen  published  as  regards 
pulmonary  tuberculosis.  Himshaw  and  Feldman  treated  30  patients  of 
whom  5  died,  25  showed  definite  evidence  of  improvement,  1..  but  in  6 
of  the  25  the  disease  again  became  active  when  treatment  was  dis¬ 
continued,  28  of  the  30  cases  showed  tubercle  bacilli  in  their  spit 
or  in  washings  from  their  stomachs.  This  puts  the  question  as  to 
whether  these  caseswere  really  ones  of  consumption  out  of  doubt,  fo 
there  are  many  conditions  which  closely  simulate  pulmonary  tuberculo 
13  of  the  28  cases  became  bacteriologically  negative.  The  iest  resu 
are  obtained  in  early  p-  exudative  forms  of  the  disease.  Fever  a 
once  subsides,  cough  and  spit  are  reduced,  but  after  these  favourabl 
results  the  germs  of  tuberculosis  developed  resistance  to  the  diseas 
and  the  same  result  has  been  obtained  in  guinea  pigs  who,  when 
innoculated  with  resistant  germs,  die  from  the  disease.  The  human 
patient  then  passes  into  a  more  chronic  stage  of  the  disease  when 
sanatorium  treatment  combined  with  either  artificial  pneumothorax  or 
tho  major  surgical  operation  of  thoracoplasty  are  possible. 

* 

The  great  difficulty  of  applying  the  treatment  in  sparsely  populated 
areas  such  as  Rutland  is  that  the  treatment  has  to  be  administered  4 
times  a  day  for  a  fortnight  and  then  once  a  day  for  4  months.  Patierr 
must  therefore  be  in  hospital.  The  treatment  is  often  complicated  b1 
the  onset  of  dizziness,  sufficient  to  entirely  incapacitate  a  patid 
unsteadiness  of  gait,  coupled  with  a  sensation  of  fear  and  inability 
to  stop  a  direct  motion  at  tho  desired  point. 

There  is  another  remedy*  P,  annino  salicylic  acid  which  has  received 
much  publicity.  It  apparently  reduces  fever,  cough  and  induces 
fibrosis,  the  attempt  on  Naturo's  part  to  wall  off  the  disease. 

In  regard .to  the  prevention  of  the  disease  by  the  BCG  vaccine,  the 
Ministry  is  still  hesitating  whether  to  adopt  it  or  not.  I  has  been 
recommended^ that  a  full  years  trial  should  first  be  made  on  cattle 
and  that  BCG  vaccine  should  not  be  made  available  for  public  use  until 
rigidly  controlled  trials  on  human-beings  have  been  carried  out*

All  games  are  enjoyed  and  the  patients  frequently  attend  the  local 
cinemas.  County  walks  are  enjoyed  every  Saturday  afternoon  varied  by 
any  function  which  is  held  in  tn  e  town  such  as  agricultural  shows 
and  garden  fetes  for  which  free  passes  are  readily  granted. 

Permission  for  a  few  days  leave  with  a  relative  is  very  rarely  witheld 
and  the  patients  eagerly  look  forward  to  this. 

Mr,  Phillips  concludes  that  it  causes  him  some  concern  that  these 
patients  are  the  only  ones  in  the  Institution  who  receive  no  pocket 
money  allowance  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  several  of  them  are  most, 
useful  in  the  running  of  the  Institution  and  all  but  one  do  something. 

In  my  opinion,  Institutional  service  is  a  grand  field  for  the  higher 
and  medium  types  of  mental  deficiency  and  it  would  'go  far  to  solve 
tho  hospital  problem  and  save  countless  lives  especially  in  sanatoria 
and  homes  for  the  aged.

Dr.  Hawes > in  his  Report  to  the  Ketton  Rural  District  says  that  the 
position  is  the  same  concerning  the  inadequate  water  supplies  to  the 
[District .  A  private  supply  which  for  years  has  orov'ided  the  village 
of  Ketton  has  now  been  purchased  by  the  Council/  35  houses  in  this 
village  are  supplied  direct  from  mains  and  251  from  stand  pipes,  the 
population  concerned  being  1004. 

There  are  no  Sewage  Works  in  the  District.  The  pail  closet  is  the 
main  type  of  convenience  and  in  the  main  villages  the  pails  are 
scavenged  once  a  week.  The  contents  of  the  pails  are  emptied  on  farm 
lands.  Dry  refuse  is  emptied  into  pits  in  the  vicinity  of  Ketton, 
3reat  Casterion,  Belmisthorpe  and  Tinwell. 


With  regard  to  housing,  62  houses  were  inspected  and  one  of  these  was 
unfit  for  human  hati'caiion.  55  were  found  not  to  be  in  all  respects 
j  ii  p  •  |  «  houses  were  remedied  fit  owing  to  information 

and  the  one  unfit  house  was  closed.  1  case  of  overcrowding  was  abated. 
33  plans  were  deposited  under  the  Building  Bye-laws  and  32  were 
approved  including  20  Council  Houses  at  Ketton,  and  5  private  houses.

During  the  year,  the  common  Lodging  House  was  converted  into  a  priva 
residence.  Only  one  house,  and  that  a  non-council  house,  was  found 
be  infested. 

There  are  six  cowkeepers  in  the  District  and  7  Dairymen.  3  milk  san 
did  not  reach  the  required  standard  for  Pasteurisation.  It  is  alarmi 
to  learn  how  unsatisfactory  the  samples  of  -iife^tream  were  proved  to 
Only  1  of  8  samples  was  satisfactory  and  the  producer  of  this  sample 
has  gone  out  of  business.  Several  visits  were  paid  by  the  Medical 
Officer  and  Sanitary  Inspector. 

90  Inspections  of  85  houses  were  made.  5  were  found  to  be  totally 
unfit  for  and  10  not  to  be  in  all  respects  reasonably  fib  for  human 
habitation.  2  of  the  houses  were  rendered  fit  by  informal  action. 

6  houses  accomodating  9  families  were  found  to  be  overcrowded  by  the 
standards  laid  down  in  the  Housing  Act  of  1933.

17  parishes  are  supplied  by  wells.  All  of\tpemmade  complaints 
concerning  the  shortage  of  water.  26  samples  were  taken  from  these 
only  5  were  satisfactory,  5  were  unsatisfactory  and  16  were  pollutec 
It  is  hoped  to  obtain  a  supply  for  the  Leicester  Corporation. 

There  are  only  two  Sewage  Disposal  Works  in  the  District,  one  of  moi 
construction  at  Belton  and  one  of  a  septic  tank  and  land  irrigation 
Glaston.  It  is  therefore  not  surprising  to  learn  there  are  sti 

86  Cesspools  in  the  District,  51  privies  and  913  pail  closets,  The: 
are  697  water  closets  chiefly  at  Uppingham  where  an  extension  of  thi 
Sewage  Disposal  Works  has  long  been  required. 

It  is  good  to  hear  that  a  motor  refuse  collector  vehicle  has  been 
provided  for  the  whole  District  and  this  work  is  carried  out  once  a 
i ortnight .
